It WW further decided to carry tr 
notlcc of the ISritish government 
absurdity of continuing the Washington 
treaty in force, in view of the fact that 
It has been denuded of every clause by 
which any Special privileges were eon- 
ceded to Canadian citizens, and urge 
the abrogation of the treaty at 
earliest possible moment

A death penalty or a life sen- 
tence was predicted

at th. bar. The . rime for which Turnef 
was tried was committed nine years 
ago. Isaac Lewis v\us a young man 
living with Turner, who, for some cause 
never brought out, made up hi* miud tc 
kill him. 

Turner and young Lewia had ban tc 
PincvilU», where Turner got drunk and 
went home in that condition. When on 
the road he borrowed a gun and told 
several parties that he intended to "kill 
a man with it" 

Lewis reached the Turner home first 
and on the return Berry, the outlaw, 
concocted a scheme whereby he might 
kill the young man. He accordingly 
told him to go out and fix a mark 
on a pump, as he wished to try his new 
gun. 

Lewis, suspecting no wrong, did so, 
when Turner, instead of tiring at the 
mark, turned the gun on the young 
man. Lewis lived until the next day, 
when he died.

The Switchmen's Strike at Buf- 
falo a Failure.

BtrPAtvO. N. Y.. Aog. arV-At mid- 
ni(?ht Mr. Sweeney, 
ttchmen'a order, offic- 
ially recognized the fact the* the strike 
movement aS switchmen, which was In* 
aujruratod twelve days ag-o in thU city, 
had failed. In the official terms of the 
Order, the strike was "declared off." 
The men who were formerly employed 
as switchmen in the railway yards here 
will 1* notified by their local officials 
thul tlie purpose for which they quit 
their employment has not been accom- 
plishes i, and thut thoy are now at lib- 
erty to get back their plat es if they can. 

The bc(fiiuiing of the end of what was, 
until last Siimlay, an almost general 
Strike of the switchmen in the liuffalc 
railroad yards, wa.- marked by Mr. 
Sweeney's appeal to the hemls of other 
orders of railway worker* to meet him 
In conference in this ,-ity. Mr. Sweeney 
was brought faoe to face with the fact 
that there was no looker any strike of 
switchmen in the Buffalo yards.
